Among their 
prisoners is the notorious murderer, Hanuy Lang,

ing’ Little Rock, and the remainder are to operate 
against Fort Smith. The Choctaw ttibe of Indi- 
ans ‘are disposed to desert the rebel cause, and 
Make peace with the Union forces.

It appears from the testimony of the seven 
eommanders of the seven monitors, that of 
the seven all were more or less injured ; and, 
if the encounter of half an hour, half of 
them were put hors du combat: We use this 
phrase in its. literal sense-—they were put 
“out of the fight.” It is true that they were 
.not sent to the bottom of Charleston Harbor ; 
but whether the damage was of the natare 
of that which befell the Passaic; which had 
the roof of her pilot-house’lifted up, or of 
that which beféll the Wantucket, whose port 
shitter was’ jammed, thus ‘preventing the 
guns being fired; or, again, of that which 
| befell the Nahant, the turret of which, being 
struck, ceased to revolve, thus rendering the 
vessel useless; in any one of these cases, we 
eay, the ships were, for the time being, quile as 
effectually put hors du combat as if they had 
been sent to. the bottom of the harbor. Of 
the two moniters which in the trial against 
Sumter suffered least injury, the Weehawken 
the other day sunk mysteriously while at an- 
chor, carrying thirty of her crew toa watery 
grave; and the turret of the Catskill proved 
worse than the Ugolino tower, in whieh her 
gallant commander, Gsorcs W. Ropexas, met 
his death from. the crushing in of the roof of 
the pilot-house by @ shell from Fort Wagner. 

There is one point touching which the 
evidence of all the Commanders of the meoni- 
ters is concurrent, namely: that the trial of 
the iren-clads against the ferts was thorough, 
that. it proved their inability te reduce them, 





and that it would have been madness to have 
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renewed the attack. Coming from officers of 
the skill, energy and daring that in so marked 
a degree charaterized these Commanders, 
these opinions will go far toward béing 
conclusive with the majority of disinterested 
persons. But the inability of the monitors to 
reduce either forts or earthworks find addi- 
tional proof in the failure of the attack against 
Fort McAlister—a sand batiery in the Ogee- 
chee River, against which the combined pow- 
er of the monitors was on this different 
occasion directed, without making the slight- 
est impression upon the work ; and, further, 
by the failure of the iron fleet to accomplish 
anything against the defences of Charleston 
harbor during the three months that Admiral 
Dantarem has had that. business in 
hand. It may, indeed, be said that the 
monitors were. not designed to  as- 
sume the offensive in the attack of 
forts, but were simply intended for harbor-de- 
fence, But although this was doubtless the 
main use to which their designer meant they 
should be put, he certainly was, at the begin- 
ning, under the impression that they would 
prove formidable against forts. In aletter to 
Assistant-Secretary Fox, we find Capt. Erics- 
- sow using the following language : “ The im- 
pregnable and aggressive character of this 
structure (the Monitor) will admonish the 
leaders of the Southern that the bat:
